BYE-LAWS FOB REGULATING THE INSPECTION AND THE GIVING OF 
COPIES OF CANTONMENT RECORD AND DOCUMENTS 

1. Except as otherwise provided by or under the Cantonments Act, 1924, or bv 
any other law In force, no copy of, or extract from, any record or document 
belonging to or in possession of, the Cantonment Board shall be given, nor shall 
inspection of any such record or document be granted to any person without the 
permission in writing of the Executive Officer. 

2. Except as aforesaid, every person wishing to inspect any such record or 
document, or to obtain any copy thereof or extract therefrom, shall apply in 
writing to the Executive Officer stating clearly the description of such record or 
document. 

3. No permission shall be given for the inspection of any correspondence 
between tne Cantonment Board and the Government, or any officer of the 
Government or any other document the inspection of which is, in the opinion of 
the Executive Officer, detrimental to the interests of the Cantonment Board or 
Government, nor shall copies of or extracts from any such correspondence, or 
other document be supplied. 

4. A charge at the rate of one rupee for the first hour or a portion thereof and 
fifty naye, palse for every subsequent hour or a portion thereof shall be made for 
the inspection of any document or record other than a minute book or assessment 
list. Tne charge shall be paid in advance and shall be credited to the Cantonment 
Fund. 

5. The following charges shall be made for the supply of copies:— 

(l) Ordinary charges English Vernacular 

fa) For the first 200 words or a portion 

thereof Rs. 1-50 Rb. 0-75 

(b) For every additional too words or a 

portion thereof ..... Rs, o'7j Rb. 0 37 

(2) For maps and plans a charge of Rs. 1-25 for each square foot or a portion 
thereof of tracing paper used shall be made provided that if the Executive Officer 
considers that in view of the laborious nature of the work a special charge 
should be made, he may fix a'special charge not exceeding Rs. 5-00 for each square 
foot or a portion thereof of tracing paper used. 

(3) For supplying a duplicate of a license, pass, octroi transit pass, octroi 
repair pass, or permit Rs. 0-50 per copy. 

(4) If a copy is urgently required, an additional charge of one rupee per copy 
shall be made. This charge will entitle the applicant to precedence over all 
other copying work and the copy shall be supplied to him within three days from 
the date of receipt of the application. 

(5) A search charge of Rs. 0-50 per year shall be made for the supply of a 
copy of a record concerning which sufficient information has not been supplied to 
enable the record to be traced easily. 

(6) The actual amount spent on behalf of the applicant on postal and other 
incidental expenses shall be charged in addition to the charges mentioned above. 

Provided that District Soldiers’ Board shall not be required to pay any charges 
for inspecting and/or obtaining extracts from Births and Deaths Registers main- 
tained by the Cantonment Board, when such extracts are required for official 
purposes.
